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676 new homes go on Wheeling 
tax books for the first time

Realty tax time is near which may not be good news 
f°r the individual tax payer but is welcomed by local taxing 
bodies. 
While the office of the county clerk is extending 
the taxes on the 1950 books for collection the coming spring, 
assessing machinery is in motion and during the next few 
months will grind out realty values for the quadrennial 
assessment of 1951 
which 
may or may not be good news 
for both the individual tax 
payer and the taxing bodies. 
Six hundred seventy-six 
homes in Wheeling township 
Are expected to pay taxes for 
the first time with the collection 
of the 1950 taxes this spring but 
there may be 
1124 
additional 
homes added to the tax rolls 
this spring that will pay taxes 
in 1952 for the first time. Nearly 
600 of these homes are in the 
village of Arlington Heights. 
These and other 
interesting 
figures have been collected by 
Assessor Theo. Studtmann. 
The 
homes Added last spring by 
him is past history, but he is 
now wrestling with the 
1124. 
“Some of those homes may not 
progress sufficiently to make the 
April I deadline but they will 
be ‘captured’ next y e a r/ says 
Studtmann. 
He is busy at the moment se­ 
curing the legal description of 
property on which the 
homes 
have been built. So far as assess­ 
ing the homes, his job is merely 
to locate the homes. 
He has 
nothing to do with the amount 
that each home is to be assessed.

TEISS, Kirchhoff rd., 
Arlington Heights, is the repre­ 
sentative of the county assessor’s 
office who goes around with the 
tape measure, recording the num­ 
ber of rooms, construction, size 
and special features 
of 
your 
home that will effect the class­ 
ification under which the value 
for taxing purposes will be de­ 
termined. 
As 1951 is a quadrennial year 
all real estate is subject to re­ 
valuation at this time. The value 
established is expected to remain 
stationary for four years except 
that it will be subject to the 
multiplier” affixed by the state 
department of revenue. 
About the only prerogative of 
quadrennial realty assessing that 
rests with the local assessor is 
the placing of land values and 
even then he is not expected to 
act upon his own. He is expected

Darlene Buny, 22, whose fa­ 
ther was killed in a gun battle 
in front of his tavern at Dundee 
and Rand roads, Palatine, two 
years ago, is In Sherman hospi­

Elgin, recovering from a 
wound in her left shoulder. 
She was the sole occupant of 
the upstairs living quarters of 
Casa Blanca tavern watching a 
television show about 8:30 Mon­ 
day night. 
She heard a noise 
clown stairs. 
SHE TOLD OFFICERS Pladis 
and Argentine of Cook County 
Highway Police that she took a 
gun with her and had entered 
a hallway to the tavern when 
suddenly she was grabbed. 
In 
the struggle the gun went off, 
the 
bullet 
entering 
her 
left 
shoulder a short distance above 
the heart. 
Miss Buny is of the impression 
that there were two men in the 
tavern at the time, but she was 
only able to give a partial des­ 
cription of her assailant. 
The tavern is closed Mondays 
and Darlene thinks that entrance 
was gained through a window in 
the woman’s wash room. It was 
outside of that door that she was 
met by the intruder. 
He fled 
without taking 
anything from 
the tavern. 
THE YOUNG LADY first call­ 
ed Palatine police, saying, “Help 
I have been shot, send the po­ 
lice.” 
Palatine notified both the 
county and state officers and Of­ 
ficers Pladis and Argentine of 
the county investigated. The of­ 
ficers found the gun lying on the 
floor and took Miss Buny to the 
office of Dr. C. A. Starck, who 
called an ambulance to take the 
wounded girl to the Sherman 
hospital. 
Michael Buny was killed May 
16, 1949. 
When gunmen enter­ 
ing his tavern and ordered all 
occupants to stand next 
to 
a 
wall, Burn* \0ent into a kitchen 
and got a pistol. 
HE SLIPPED out a rear* door 
intending to fire at the robbers 
when they fled. 
In a gun battle 
he was fatally shot. 
Lt. John Selle later arrested 
Harold- Clave, 24, of Belleville, 
and Richard S. Tudor, 21, 
of 
Wauconda, who are in the county 
jail awaiting trial for murder.

MANUSCRIPT WRITING 
by LAURA GROTHE 
M anuscript w riting is an ideal 
tool for little children 
and 
is 
rapfdly displacing cursive hand­ 
writing in the primary grades. 
Manuscript letters 
are 
com­ 
posed of straight lines and cir­ 
cles, or combinations of straight 
lines and 
circles 
In 
general, 
strokes begin at the top of the 
letter and are made downward. 
The letters are w ritten closely 
together in words, and a space 
about the width of a letter is left 
between words. Letters are prac­ 
ticed by writing sentences, since 
sentence practice gives opportun­ 
ity for correct spacing 
between 
words. The appearance of manu­ 
script writing is affected by the 
correctness and exactness with 
which letter forms 
are 
made, 
and the uniformity of 
spacing 
and alignment. Finn even strokes 
add to the beauty of manuscript 
writing. 
Guide lines are very 
helpful. 
All letters and num er­ 
als rest on the base line except 
for the lower strokes of g, j, p, 
q, and y, which extend below the 
base line. 
THERE IS little similarity be­ 
tween the cursive writing alpha­ 
bet and the printed 
alphabet. 
The connecting strokes used in 
cursive writing force the letters 
apart and further 
change 
the 
appearance of the words. Manu­ 
script letters, except “A” 
and 
“G” have the same appearance 
as printed letters, and 
children 
can read both manuscript writing 
and the print from the

Reading and writing may

War or no war, America may 
be using atomic power within 
IO years. 
That prediction was made by 
Dr. Burgess H. Jennings, chair­ 
man of the mechanical engineer­ 
ing department at Northwestern 
University’s 
Technological 
In­ 
stitute. 
Addressing the 
Northwestern 
chapter of Sigma Xi, honorary 
research society 
Dr. 
Jennings 
said 
that although 
all U. 
S. 
atomic fuel production is now 
being allocated for military pur­ 
poses, “certainly this cannot go 
on indefinitely.’’ 
“We can look forward to 
a 
time 
when atomic bombs 
and 
their manipulation 
will be 
al­ 
most as well known in the in­ 
ternational military' picture 
as 
ordinary evplosives and muni­ 
tions.’’ the engineer declared 
WHEN THAT TIME arrives. 
he pointed out, “government and 
international controls will nec­ 
essarily be eased and power ap 
plications then will be depend 
ent upon how much fissionable 
material is available and how 
much it costs.” 
“lf we think of one pound of 
fissionable material as being the 
equivalent of 2,500.000 pounds 
of coal, then the price of uran­ 
ium can be high and still 
be 
competitive with other 
fuels, 
Dr. Jennings explained. 
He said atomic energy 
will 
never replace our other 
fuels 
ana even under me most promi 
ing conditions will probably not 
produce more than five per cent 
of the power which the world 
requires. 
REGANDING the use of atom­ 
ic energy for power, Dr. Jen­ 
nings said research has 
made 
two things clear: 
(I) that it is 
possible to use fissionable mater­ 
ial as an energy source, and (2) 
that it is apparently impossible 
to use this material to produce 
electrical energy directly from 
atomic disintegration. 
“This means, he said, “that in 
order to produce electrical en­ 
ergy from this source it is nec­ 
essary first to transfer heat from 
the atomic reaction into 
some 
working medium which directly 
can expand in a prime mover or 
to use the atomic 
energy 
to 
warm a heat transfer medium 
which, in turn, 
can 
generate 
steam 
for 
driving 
a 
power 
plant.”

The battle was taken to the 
Supreme«Court three times.

lington could not levy any taxes, 
but was determined to have a 
high school. 
It was conducted 
in the elm entary school building. 
The high school board promised 
the grade school board that they 
would be paid $500 a year “if 
and when tax money was avail­ 
able.” 
The first Arlington 
Heights 
nigh school tax was not collected 
until 1922. 
At that time the 
grade school was so thankful to 
get ^the high school “out of its 
hair” that it never pressed col­ 
lection of the $500. 
The first graduating class com­ 
prised the late Geo. Klehm, Jr.. 
and Esther Stanger. 
The second 
class to receive 
diplomas 
in­ 
cluded Wm. F. Mever, Jr., David 
Paddock, W arren Parker. Hester 
Guild and Gertrude Fehlman.

On 
motion of C. E. Julian, it was 
carried unanimously that the ac­ 
tion of the school trustees in re­ 
gard to the filing of the petition 
with the County Superintendent 
of Schools be endorsed.

We thought that Hillside ave 
certainly must h a v e the deepest 
snow in the township, hut later 
on we drove over Freeman road 
and what we got into along that 
road put Hillside in the shade.

The settlem ent of 17 condem­ 
nation suits, pending in circuit 
court, were approved last week 
by the Cook county board 
in 
Chicago. 
The sought after prop­ 
erties, the purchase 
price 
of 
which totals $150,465, are on the 
land to be used for the N orth­ 
west super-highway, 
The superhighway, 
scheduled 
tor completion in 1958, will ex­ 
tend from the Northwest high­ 
way in Jefferson Park, Chicago, 
to rte.^ 83, near Mount Prospect, 
according to William Mortimer 
of the Cook county highway de­ 
partment. 
It will run north of 
O Hare field, but a feeder line 
will run over to the Airport, he 
says. 
The 17 plots being condemn­ 
ed range in size from 2,900 to 
8,/OO square feet, and are locat­ 
ed in the region surrounding the 
intersection of Higgins rd. 
and 
Harlem ave., just 
within 
the 
Chicago city limits. 
All but six of the properties 
have buildings on them. 
Nine 
have one to two story residences, 
one has a gas station and an­ 
other has a three car garage. The 
purchase prices of 
the 
vacant 
lots ranges between $1,250 and 
$4,635. 
Owners of the improved 
properties are scheduled to re­

Any good grade of 
floor paint or

Metal 
lath, instead of wood, should al­ 
ways be used in stucco work. If 
moisture penetrates to wood lath. 
it v ill expand.

skim milk. The milk won’t pene­ 
trate the paper as much as w at­ 
er would.

Under the 1951 
Agricultural 
Conservation Program nine good 
soil conservation practices are of­ 
fered to the farmers 
of 
Cook 
County. 
This selection of prac­ 
tices has been made at a m eet­ 
ing of local county and commun­ 
ity PMA 
committeemen. 
Carl 
M. Bonnet, 
chairman 
of 
the 
county committee, expressed the 
opinion that one or more of the 
practices offered are needed on 
every farm in the county. 
“For instance,” he said, “there 
is the sod waterway practice for 
the farmer whose land is being 
eaten away bv gullies and ditch­ 
es. 
It is offered on a nriority 
basis and carries a credit pay­ 
ment rate of 75c per 1000 square 
feet and 70% of the cost 
of 
earth moving to the full extent 
of county committee approval. 
“We are offering 
a 
pasture 
practice set-up this year on an 
entirely new basis, and with pos­ 
sible payments extending up 
to 
$17.50 per acre. 
This is a won­ 
derful practice for ail 
farmers 
who have low producing pastures 
or a few acres of crooland that 
are badly run down. 
It requires 
fertilization, along with proper 
tillage, seeding, and pasture con­ 
trol. However, ifs worth the ef­ 
fort and will give valuable re­ 
turns. 
“FOR 
THE 
FARMERS 
who 
have sloping lands, we can offer 
contouring interlined crops. This 
practice will cut erosion and in­ 
crease production. 
“For those farmers who 
still 
need limestone, rock phosphate, 
and fertilizers to replace m iner­ 
als which have 
been 
depleted 
through heavy production, 
we 
still continue to offer practices to 
meet such needs. 
“Farm ers may begin now 
to 
come into the local PMA office 
rn Arlington Heights to partici­ 
pate in the program. 
The dead­ 
line for signing up in the pro­ 
gram is March 31. 
“In these 
uncertain 
times,” 
continued Mr. Bonnet, “no one 
knows what 
the 
future 
will 
bring. We believe that agricul­ 
ture can best play its part by 
keeping our farm lands in 
a 
good productive condition. This 
can be accomplished only by in­ 
creased emphasis on conservation 
work and so that ACP stands 
ready to help you help the Na­ 
tion. 
We must remember that 
farm production of needed food 
and fiber is basically as essential 
to our national defense as is the 
building of armaments.”

Average farm land in Illinois 
is selling for practically $200 an 
acre now—8 to IO per cent high­ 
er than last March before 
the 
Korean war started — with oc­ 
casional sales at above $500 
an 
acre. 
That’s the report of 
C. 
L. 
Stewart and W. 
J. 
Foreman, 
farm real estate specialists in the 
lumens College of Agriculture. 
They base their statements in 
part on U. S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture survey of land prices 
from over 
250 
questionnaires 
covering all parts of the state 
They plan to check further de­ 
velopments and report them Feb­ 
ruary 7 during Farm and Home 
Week at a session on farm land 
prices. 


THE SURVEY showed the bet­ 
ter farm land selling for about 
$95 an acre above average farm 
land. 
This is about 8 per cent 
higher than 
last 
March. 
The 
poorer land is bringing 
about 
59j an acre less than average 
land, an 11 per 
cent 
increase 
since March. 
In all parts of the state, except 
for groups of counties 
around 
Dixon and Carbondale, the price 
of poor farm land 
showed 
a 
larger percentage increase than 
eood land. 
And Stewart 
be­ 
lieves that some low-quality land 
is selling for more than its pro­ 
ductive worth. 
The survey also showed that 
only five of the 252 persons an­ 
swering the q u e s t i o n n a i r e 
thought selling price of good or 
average farm land would drop 
in the nekt six months. 
Only 
18 persons expected poor land to 
drop in price. 
About 
two-thirds 
of 
those 
questioned thought the volume 
of sales of good, average 
and 
poor land 
would 
show 
little 
change. 
ACTUALLY BETWEEN March 
and October, 1950, 
there 
was 
little change in number of farms 
listed for sale. 
In some areas 
the number may even have de- j 
creased. 
But during the same i 
period there was a sharp 
in-1 
crease in number of inquiries to 
buy. 
A spot review over the state 
shows onlv one southern Illinois 
countv where farm land prices 
are likely to be lower. General 
property taxes of $10 to $25 an 
acre in Cook County are said to 
be forcing some men to sell out. 
In Pike County only estates of 
deceased persons were reported 
as being sold, and in Macoupin 
County some farms have been 
taken off the market.

prices would be at their highest 
if land could be bought. 
And 
city buyers have been somewhat 
active in looking for land

Bartlett and Collins found that 
dealers’ gross margins for home- 
delivered milk averaged 9 cents 
a quart in 1949 for the ll east­ 
ern markets, but were l l cents 
a quart for the IO Illinois cities. 
FOR STORE sales, gross mar­ 
gins averaged \Vz cents

per quart for the

Highways can’t be built with­ 
out steel to reinforce the con­ 
crete. 
Steel will not 
be 
available 
during 1951 and 1952 for high­ 
way construction, except in lim­ 
ited quantities for access roads 
to defense projects, according to 
Defense 
Mobilization 
Director 
Wilson’s recent letter 
to 
New 
'York Governor Dewey on this 
question. 
Governor Dewey said 
he would plan his 1951-52 State 
budget accordingly. 
This development will obvious­ 
ly affect the current campaign to 
persuade the 
Illinois 
General 
Assembly to increase the State 
Motor Fuel Tax. Unless there Is 
a drastic change in the outlook 
for availability of steel for high­ 
way purposes before the General 
Assembly adjourns June 30, then 
the issue will boil down to this: 
Should a tax increase be voted 
at this session to build up a re­ 
serve for use after highway ma­ 
terials are again available, 
or 
should the question of a tax in­ 
crease be deferred until a later 
session when materials are avail­ 
able and highways can be built? 
It appears now that 
no 
in­ 
crease will be voted unless con­ 
ditions change, because of the 
fear of many members 
of 
the 
General Assembly and of many 
of their constituents back home 
that a “reserve” will be dribbled 
away on non-essential projects or 
diverted away so that much of it 
will be gone when it is needed. 
It also appears that construc­ 
tion of schools and other local 
State governmental buildings is 
out the window for 
at 
least 
1951-52. 
If schools 
can’t 
be 
constructed even if local proper­ 
ty taxpayers vote 
the 
money, 
then how is overcrowding to be 
met? This makes the recent sug­ 
gestion of operating schools on 
a 12-month instead of 
a 
9- 
month basis even more timely. 
Defense Mobilization Director 
Wilson ought to write to Con­ 
gress too. 
The Senate Interior 
and Insular Affairs Committee 
on January 31 voted out favor­ 
ably the Central Arizona “Rube 
Goldberg” Project (S. 75). 
This 
is the project that proposes to 
use water it doesn’t own—lift it 
twice as high as the Washington 
Monument—convey it over 
200 
miles to irrigate 200,000 acres of 
privately owned land—to raise 
crops already in surplus—so that
